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PREFACE. 


GENERAL index of THe Puitosopnicat Review has 

become a necessity. During the past thirty-five years of the 
ReviEw’s life it has published original articles concerning most 
of the outstanding problems of metaphysics, history of philosophy, 
logic, ethics, psychology, and zsthetics, and there have also ap- 
peared in its pages discussions of the more important philosophical 
literature of Europe and America. Until the present time, how- 
ever, it has not been found practicable to prepare an index which 
would make accessible this comprehensive record. The editors 
have now brought to completion this long planned and arduous 
task. For the compilation of the material they are indebted to 
Dr. Andrew Curtis White, Assistant Librarian, retired, of the 
Cornell University Library. 


The first issue of THe PHiLosopHicaL Review appeared in 
January, 1892, under the editorship of Jacob Gould Schurman. 
In 1893 the late James E. Creighton became co-editor with Dr. 
Schurman. In 1897 James Seth (died at Edinburgh July 24, 
1924) joined the editorial staff and continued this connection until 
the beginning of 1924. Dr. Schurman, who had been appointed 
president of Cornell University in 1892, remained on the REvrew’s 
board until 1903, in which year he relinquished this service entirely. 
Ernest Albee then became co-editor and continued in this capacity 
until 1909, and from that date Professor Creighton, until his death 
in October, 1924, was the sole responsible editor. The manage- 
ment of the REviEw was then placed in the hands of Ernest Albee, 
William A. Hammond, and Frank Thilly, its present editors. 

In the prefatory note to the Review’s first volume its policy 
was defined as the maintenance of “an absolutely free organ, 
national and international, of general philosophy. An equal hear- 
ing will be given to both sides of every unsettled question.” To 
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this policy the editors have always endeavored consistently to 





adhere.
